An Act to confirm a Proyisional Order of the Local Govern- 
ment Board for Ireland relating to Waterworlis in the city 
of Limerick. 

W HEREAS the Ijocal Government Board for Ireland have 
made, under the provisions of the Public Health (Ireland) 
Act, 1878, a Provisional Order relative to waterworks in the city 
of Limerick ; 

5 And whereas the said Provisional Order has been amended by 
Parliament, and is as so amended set forth in the Schedule hereunto 
annexed : 

And whereas it is requisite that the said Order as amended should 
be confirmed by Parliament : 

10 Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. The Order set out in the Schedule hereunto annexed shall be 
15 and the same is hereby confirmed, and all the provisions thereof shall, 
from and after the passing of this Act, have full validity and force. 

2. This Act may he cited as the Local Government Board 
(Ireland) Provisional Order Confirmation (Limerick Waterworks) 
Act, 1883.

BOKOUGH OF LIMEKICK. 

PravUinnal Order. 

WHEREAS the mayor, aldermen, and burgesses of the borough of 5 
Limerick, being the .sanitary authority of the urban sanitary district consisting 
of the said borough, are about to construct waterworks for the purpose of 
supplying the said district with water, and have presented a petition to the 
Local Government Board for Ireland, in j)iu*3mmce of the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878, praying that they, ns such sanitui-y authority, may be 10 
allowed to put in force the powers of the Lands Clauaes Acta with respect to 
the purchase and taking of limda otherwise than by agreement with reference 
to certain lands and premises required for the jmrpoHOs of the said worlca : 

And whereas tlic said sanitary authority have deposited in the office of the 
Local Goverment Board for Ireland, in Dublin, plans and sohodulea refenring 15 
thereto (herein-aftcr referred to as the deposited plans and sclicclulos) showing 
the works intended to be executed as aforesaid, and the lands, easements, 
lands covered with water, and rights to take and convoy water required for the 
purposes of the said works : 

And whereas all advertisements and notices required by tlio Public Health 20 
(Ireland) Act, 1878, having been previously duly publi.shed, served, and given, 
the Local Government Board for Ireland have caused a local inquiry to be 
made as to the propriety of assenting to tlic prayer of the said Petition, 
and it appears to the said Board to be proper to aasent thereto : 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board for Ireland as follows: 25 

1. From and after the time of the confirmation of tins Order by Parliament, 

the mayor, aldermen, and burgesses of the borough of Limerick, shall be 
empowered to put in force the provisions of the Lands Clauses Act with 
respect to the purchase and taking of lands otherwise than by agreement, 
with reference to the lands, lands covered with water, water, rights to 30 
take and convey water, and easements described in the said deposited 
plans and schedules. 

2. In this Order the expression “tlie Lands Clauses Acts” means the Lands 

Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845, as the same is amended by the Lands 
Clauses Consolidation Acts Amendment Act, I860, the Railways Act 35 
(Ireland), 1851, the Railways Act (Ireland), 1860, the Railways Act 
(Ireland), 1864, and^the Railways Traverse Act; and the terms “land” 
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and " lands " in the s^d Acts shall, for the purposes o£ this Order, 
extend to and include messuages, buildings, lands, easements, and 
hereditaments of any tenure, and also water, lands covered witli water, 
and lights to take and convey water. 

3. The powers of compulsory purchase confeu'ed by this Order shall not be 

exercised after the expiration of three years from the time of the confir- 
mation of this Order by Parliament. 

4. This Order may be dted and referred to for all purposes os the Limerick 

Waterworks Provisional Order, 1882. Provided always, that the 
powers by tliis Order granted to ilio said Sanitary Authority shall not be 
exercised uutil the said Sanitary Authority have, under the provisions of 
the Limerick Waterworks Act, 1883, given notice to the Limerick 
Waterworks Company of their intention to purchase the undertaking of 
the Company, and until the purchase money of 23,0007., to be paid by 
the said Sanitary Authority to the Company, as provided by the said 
Act, has been paid to the Company by the said Sanitary Authority.
